Prince Bismarck had returned the resolutions 
ot condolence-en Berr Ixker's death, to. the 
German minister here, wltb Instructions to 
return them to congieis. Secretary Frellng- 
hiiysen telegiaphed to the United States min- 
ister at Berlin for Information, but'be has not 
yet received a reply. The secretary Is in- 
clined to doubt the truth ot the report In 
view of the fact that neither he nor tbe Ger- 
man minister has been Infoimed ot cny such 
action by Prince Blsman-t.
